2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-36 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or foirly suggest a device or a 
method for making the device of a field effect transistor, comprising particularly a dielectric layer coating the gate and a portion of a 
carbon nanotube, wherein the carbon nanotube has an uncoated portion that is runctionalized with an indicator. 

Claims 1-36 also meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus the claimed invention has industrial applicability because the 
subject matter claimed can be made or used in industry. 
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
